The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

Claims 1 , 18-20 are allowable over the prior art of record because the prior art of 
record fails to teach or fairly suggest that "compiling the questions at the host system to 
make a compiled test... wherein the test-make and the proprietor of the host system 
share the revenues generated by the test-taker taking the test." 

Claim 15 is allowable over the prior art of record because the prior art of record 
fails to teach or fairly suggest that "placing a test in a restricted directory for potential 
test-takers... wherein the restricted directory includes academic practice tests and 
wherein a school enrolls students at a set cost per school year". 

Therefore, claims 1-10, 13, 15, 18-21 are patently distinct over the art of record.
